Our children are 7, 9, and
10 and we are trying to teach
them good table manners.
‘When they see their grandfa-
ther slopping all over, it's a
problem to make them toe
the mark.

I have suggested that we
feed Grandpa in his room. My
husband won't hear of it.
Mealtime should be a pleas-
ant family affair and it can't
be pleasant with the old man
at the table. 1 hope you will
agree with me because my
husband and I have been ar-
guing about it for weeks and
I need help.—BATTLE FA-
TIGUE.

Dear Battle: Grandpa
should not be isolated from
the family. It would be cruel
to feed him in his room.

More important than a
clean tablecloth and metacu-
Jous manners is compassion
and understanding for people
who are old and sick. Explain
to your children why grand-
pa spills things.
